4  Introduction 


Advances  in  computer  technology  are 
changing  the  way  we  store,  process,  re- 
trieve, and  communicate  information. 
These  changes  have  certainlv  had  an  im- 
portant effect  on  the  educational  experi- 
ence at  Pembroke  Slate  University.  Com- 
puterized registration  has  eliminated  long 
lines  and  much  frustration  at  the  start  of 
each  semester.  Our  librarv's  catalog  of 
books  can  now  be  called  up  at  a  computer 
terminal.  The  once-laborious  process  of 
writing,  typing,  proofreading,  and  then 
re-typing  a  research  paper  has  become  less 
arduous  with  the  aid  of  word  processors. 
Computer  software  enables  us  to  perform 
statistical  analyses  of  data  or  compute  the 
interna)  rate  of  return  on  a  projected  in- 
vestment with  improved  accuracy  and 
speed.  Computers  are  used  to  print  our 
class  schedules,  our  transcripts  —  and  our 
yearbook.   We  learn  through  computer 


simulations  as  well  as  through  lectures.  We 
carry  information  on  floppy  disks  as  well 
as  in  notebooks.  We  even  use  computers 
to  play  games. 

These  changes  have  not  only  affected 
the  learning  process.  Increased  familiarity 
with  computers  also  provides  us  with  skills 
that  will  be  important  long  after  w~  ' 
PSU.  as  advanced  technology  beco 
creasingly  common  in  our  school  svstems. 
the  business  world,  the  military,  and  our 
daily  lives.  Thus,  we  have  chosen  the  com- 
puter as  a  visual  symbol  for  the  1990  In- 
dianhead,  a  frame  within  which  we  have 
sought  to  store  information  —  both  visual 
and  verbal  —  about  the  many  chant 
have  occurred  in  our  university  <> 
past  year.

But  computers  have  not  been  the  only 
agents  for  change,  either  at  PSU  or  in  the 
larger  world  of  which  we  are  a  part.  Com- 
puters are  only  machines,  and  only  as  good 
—  or  as  bad  —  as  the  people  who  program 
and  use  them.  It  has  been  people  who  have 
made  the  major  changes  in  PSU  over  the 
past  year. 

This  year  we  celebrated  the  installa- 
tion of  a  new  Chancellor,  Dr.  Joseph  B. 
Oxendine,  certainly  a  significant  change 
for  PSU.  New  students,  enrolling  in  re- 
cord numbers,  have  also  brought  changes, 
some  of  them  (like  parking  problems)  less 
pleasant  than  others.  Our  increased  num- 
bers, and  the  increased  sophistication  of 
our  academic  programs,  have  brought 
about  the  construction  and  renovation 
work  so  much  in  evidence  around  the  cam- 
pus this  year.  Most  important,  perhaps, 
are  the  changes  that  have  occurred  within 


the  students  themselves,  especially  the 
seniors,  as  a  result  of  their  experiences  at 
PSU. 

These  changes  are  symbolized  by  our 
title  —  Horizons  —  and  the  associated  im- 
age of  the  sun  on  the  horizon.  For  seniors, 
retiring  faculty  and  staff,  and  others  who 
will  not  return  to  PSU  in  the  fall  of  1990, 
this  image  may  be  one  of  sunset,  of  ending. 
But  for  all  of  us,  it  can  function  as  an  image 
of  sunrise  and  new  beginnings.  Seniors 
stand  on  the  horizon;  after  graduation, 
their  lives  will  certainly  change  as  they 
take  on  new  careers,  new  responsibilities, 
new  challenges.  And  those  who  will  be  re- 
turning in  the  fall  look  forward  to  a  new 
year  in  which  we  will  continue  to  change 
PSU  —  as  it  changes  us.

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Parting  Remarks 

J  ana  Boles,  who  lived  in  Pinebluff  and  commuted  100  miles  round 
trip  each  day,  majored  in  Social  Work.  She  enjoyed  the  program 
and  felt  it  had  a  lot  to  offer  to  its  students. 
Jana  transferred  to  PSU  after  completing  two  years  at  San- 
dhills Community  College.  At  first,  she  thought  she  would  never  fit 
in  with  the  school's  fast  pace  but  soon  discovered  that  making  friends 
was  easy  to  do  at  Pembroke.  She  found  the  campus  peaceful  and 
clean  and  both  students  and  professors  friendly  and  helpful.  Parking, 
on  the  other  hand,  was  "not  so  great,"  but  Jana  added  optimistically 
that  she  felt  "that  will  change."

Denise  Anderson  of  Severna  Park,  Maryland, 
majored  in  Instrumental  Music  Education. 
Upon  arriving  at  PSU,  her  first  impression 
was,  "What  have  I  gotten  myself  into?"  Pembroke  was 
much  smaller  than  she  had  expected.  Meeting  the 
Music  faculty  put  her  at  ease,  however,  and  "Mrs. 
Locklear  made  me  feel  like  if  I  ever  had  any  prob- 
lems, I  could  come  to  her." 

During  her  years  at  PSU,  Denise  felt  she  became 
more  self-confident  and  more  disciplined.  Upon  grad- 
uating, she  planned  to  teach  high  school  band  and 
general  music  and  then  return  to  school  to  pursue  a 
doctorate  in  musicology,  hoping  eventually  to  teach 
music  history  at  the  college  level. 


Barbara  Faye  Deese  reflected  that,  after  experi- 
encing college  life,  she  began  to  realize  that 
the  initial  loss  of  security  that  comes  with 
moving  away  from  home  could  have  been  an  excuse 
to  give  up,  but  it  actually  provided  the  strength  need- 
ed to  improve  and  succeed. 

After  graduation,  Barbara  planned  to  attend 
graduate  school  to  pursue  a  Master  of  Fine  Arts  de- 
gree. 


Bertha  McLean  of  Red  Springs  majored  in  So- 
cial Work.  Bert  said,  "I  selected  PSU  as  a 
place  of  higher  education  because  it  was  repu- 
table as  well  as  close  to  home."  The  campus  changed 
in  many  ways  after  her  arrival,  including  the  opening 
of  the  new  student  center  and  the  arrival  of  the  new 
chancellor.  She  will  remember  PSU  as  a  quaint  home 
away  from  home. 

Bert  planned  to  attend  graduate  school  after  leav- 
ing PSU. 


Kelly  Lampkin  of  Kenly  also  majored  in  Social 
Work.  He  chose  PSU  because  he  had  visited 
it  when  he  was  younger  and  decided  then  he 
would  come  back;  a  scholarship  to  play  basketball  was 
also  a  factor.  Since  first  coming  to  PSU,  Kelly  re- 
called many  changes,  such  as  the  increased  enrollment 
and  an  increase  in  social  issues  to  talk  about. 

After  graduation,  Kelly  planned  to  work  and  also 
to  attend  graduate  school. 
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Wendy  Britt,  a  native  of  Pembroke,  majored 
in  Intermediate  Education,  grades  6-9. 
Like  many  others,  she  decided  to  attend 
PSU  because  it  was  inexpensive  and  close  to  home. 
Wendy  enjoyed  the  campus  because  she  got  to  see  her 
friends,  and  she  felt  that  her  years  at  the  university 
had  made  her  more  independent  and  tougher  inside. 

Wendy  planned  to  begin  teaching  after  gradua- 
tion. 


Patty  High  from  Wallace  was  also  majoring  in 
Intermediate  Education.  She,  too,  chose  to  at- 
tend Pembroke  because  it  was  "cheap  and 
close."  Before  coming  to  PSU,  Patty  had  been  away 
from  school  for  23  years.  She  saw  today's  students  as 
having  many  more  opportunities  than  in  past   /ears. 

Patty  planned  to  pursue  teaching  after  graduating 
from  PSU,  a  place,  she  said,  that  had  made  her  much 
more  organized. 


Jeanne  Webb,  an  Elementary  Education  major 
from  Altoona,  Pennsylvania,  chose  PSU  after 
moving  to  Hope  Mills  because  she  considered  it 
the  best  school  in  the  area.  This  was  especially 
true,  she  said,  in  her  field  of  education.  Besides  its  ac- 
ademic merits,  she  was  impressed  by  the  "nice,  small 
campus."  And  she  felt  that  the  university's  Education 
program  gave  her  a  better  understanding  of  chil- 
dren's needs. 

Upon  graduating,  Jeanne  planned  to  take  a  few 
months  off  and  wait  until  September  to  actually  begin 
teaching. 


Coleen  Mastrianni,  an  Elementary  Education 
major  from  Key  West,  Florida,  was  impressed 
by  PSU's  relaxed  atmosphere.  She  felt  that 
the  small,  student-oriented  classes  caused  less  pressure 
than  at  other  institutions. 

Coleen,  who  planned  to  begin  teaching  and  work- 
ing on  her  master's  degree  after  graduation,  said  she 
had  become  more  confident  in  herself  since  coming 
to  PSU.  She  also  felt  she  was  more  open,  responsible, 
and  organized  as  a  result  of  her  college  experience. 


Stewart  Hollingsworth  of  Fair- 
mont decided  to  attend  PSU  be- 
cause of  the  reputation  of  its 
Business  Department;  he  later  de- 
clared Business  as  his  major.  His  initial 
impressions  of  the  university  were  that 
the  people  were  very  friendly;  when 
walking  around  campus,  everyone 
spoke  to  him  and  greeted  him  with  a 
smile.  Stewart  felt  he  had  grown  a  lot 
and  become  more  responsible  since  ar- 
riving here  at  PSU.  "I  have  acquired 
many  friends  and  memories  that  I  will 
cherish  for  the  rest  of  my  life,"  he 
said. 

Stewart  was  hoping  to  find  a  job 
in  sales  sometime  soon  after  gradua- 
tion. 
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AMERICAN  INDIAN  STUDIES 


The  American  Indian 
Studies  program  re- 
flects PSU's  origins  in 
1887  as  the  Indian 
Normal  School.  There  have  been 
many  changes  since  then,  and 
Pembroke  State  is  now  a  multi-ra- 
cial university.  Nevertheless, 
keeping  people  informed  about 
the  historv  and  heritage  of  Native 
Americans  is  still  an  important 
part  of  PSU's  mission.  A  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  and  a  minor  in 
American  Indian  Studies  are  of- 
fered, and  anyone  interested  in 
pursuing  the  study  of  the  Native 
American  history  and  culture  is 
encouraged  to  do  so.  The  Depart- 
ment is  open  to  all  students. 

In  January  of  1989,  Ms.  Linda 
Oxendine  was  appointed  chair  of 
the  American  Indian  Studies  De- 
partment, succeeding  Dr.  Adolph 
L.  Dial,  who  now  serves  as  a  resi- 
dent consultant.  During  the  short 
period  of  time  she  has  served  as 
chair,  Ms.  Oxendine  has  stan- 
dardized the  curriculum  and  is  at- 
tempting  to  increase  career 
opportunities  for  faculty  mem- 
bers in  the  field  and  also  to  gener- 
ate more  interest  from  the  com- 
munity. Currently,  several  faculty 
members  are  conducting  research 
projects  throughout  the  depart- 
ment. 

There  were  six  people  major- 
ing in  American  Indian  Studies 
during  1989-90.  This  growing  de- 
partment has  captured  the  inter- 
est of  both  faculty  members  and 
students.

A  t  the  end  of  the  Fall  1 989  semester,  the 
Art  Department  began  moving  into  its 
more  spacious  studios,  such  as  the  one 
pictured  here,  in  the  newly-renovated 
Locklear  Hall.  Art  students  really  ap- 
preciated the  change  when  they  re- 
turned to  classes  in  Spring  1990. 


Paul  Van  Zandt  came  to 
Pembroke  in  1969.  One 
year  later,  he  was  made 
Chairman  of  the  Art  De- 
partment. Since  that  time,  there 
have  been  significant  changes  in  the 
department.  The  art  program  itself 
has  solidified  and  the  faculty  has  be- 
come stable.  In  the  past,  students 
were  only  in  the  department  for  a 
short  time,  then  went  on  to  other 
schools;  the  faculty  also  varied  from 
year  to  year,  and  the  number  of  Art 
and  Art  Education  majors  was  small. 
This  number  grew  to  56  in  1989 
and  promised  to  increase  in  the  fu- 
ture. In  the  upcoming  years,  the  de- 
partment plans  to  place  more  em- 
phasis on  Art  Education.  About  half 
of  the  department's  majors  in  1989 
were  studying  Art  Education.  The 
department  also  planned  to  begin 
working  in  the  new  field  of  comput- 
er art. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant 
change  for  the  Art  Department, 
however,  was  the  renovation  of 
Locklear  Hall.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  art  classes  had  been  spread 
out  all  over  campus,  in  maintance 
buildings  and  in  Old  Main  class- 
rooms, as  a  result  of  the  renovation 
of  Locklear  Hall.  Still,  it  was  well 
worth  it:  art  studios,  a  gallery,  and 
rooms  with  special  air  circulation 
for  jewelry-making  were  all  part  of 
the  renovation.  Finally,  art  classes 
can  meet  in  real  studios  instead  of 
regular  classrooms.

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BIOLOGY 
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r.  David  Maxwell  be- 
came head  of  the  Biolo- 
gy Department  in 
1985.  Since  his  chairmanship 
began,  several  important 
changes  have  taken  place  in 
Pembroke's  Biology  Depart- 
ment. One  program  that  has 
made  PSU  proud  is  the  MARC 
program  (Minority  Access  to 
Research  Careers).  This  pro- 
gram has  produced  9  graduates, 
3  currently  enrolled  in  graduate 
school  and  2  in  medical  school 
furthering  their  education  in 
the  biology  field.  The  program 
has  drawn  in  speakers  from  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health 
and  given  students  hands-on  ex- 
perience in  research  training. 

The  university'  also  welcomed 
two  new  Biology  Department 
faculty  members  in  the  Fall  of 
1 989.  Dr.  Andy  Ash  and  Dr.  Da- 
vid  Zeigler  will  explore  the 
worlds  of  Vertebrate  Zoology 
and  Parasitalsis. 

The  Biology  Department  had 
a  1989/90  enrollment  of  150 
students,  an  increase  within  the 
years  of  Dr.  Maxwell's  chair- 
manship. 

Among  the  degrees  offered 
by  the  Biology  Department 
were  baccalaureate  degrees  in 
Medical  Technology  and  Sci- 
ence Education.

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BUSINESS/ECONOMICS

Dr.  Edward  Powers  be- 
came the  head  of  the 
Business  Administra- 
tion and  Economics  Depart- 
ment in  1988,  at  which  time  he 
declared  the  aims  of  the  depart- 
ment to  be  "To  provide  effec- 
tive undergraduate  programs  in 
business  administration,  busi- 
ness education  and  economics; 
to  provide  service  to  the  region- 
al business  community;  and  to 
provide  courses  for  students  in 
other  disciplines  who  need  a  ba- 
sic understanding  of  business." 

Approximately  450  people 
were  roajoring  in  these  fields 
during  the  1989/90  academic 
year.  This  was  a  slight  increase 
in  enrollment  in  comparison 
with  past  years. 

For  the  last  few  years  there 
have  been  a  large  number  of 
jobs  available  to  PSU  students 
majoring  in  Business.  In  fact,  of- 
ten the  only  problem  the  busi- 
ness sector  has  in  terms  of  em- 
ployment is  in  finding  enough 
people. 

The  Business  Department  of- 
fered five  degrees  in  1989/'90, 
in  Business  Administration 
(concentrations  in  Accounting, 
Management,  or  Office  Admin- 
istration), Business  Education, 
and  in  Economics.  The  depart- 
ment was  housed  in  the  Business 
Administration  Building,  which 
was  erected  in  1969  and  cur- 
rently features  two  computer 
labs.

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Dr.  Tom  Leach  has  been  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Communicative  Arts 
Department  for  ten  years.  Two 
changes  that  have  taken  place  since  he  be- 
came department  head  are  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  contracted  major  in  Broadcasting 
and  Public  Relations  and  the  addition  of 
a  graduate  program  in  English  Education. 
Two  changes  that  were  underway  in  the 
CMA  Department  during  1989/90.  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Leach,  were  the  introduc- 
tion of  an  academic  concentration  in  Com- 
municative Arts  for  Education  majors  and 
a  teacher  certification  program  in  The- 
atre Arts.  The  department  also  planned  to 
enhance  its  offerings  in  Spanish  by  seeking 
a  full-time  instructor  for  the  1990/91  aca- 
demic year. 

The  1989/90  academic  year  also  saw- 
several  changes  in  the  faculty  of  the  de- 
partment. Mr.  Enoch  Morris,  longtime  Di- 
rector of  the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Cen- 
ter, left  PSU  for  Southwest  Missouri  State 
University.  He  was  replaced  as  Acting  Di- 
rector bv  Mr.  Bill  Biddle,  formerlv  the 
PAC's  Technical  Director.  Mr.  Biddies 
responsibilities  were  assumed  by  Mr.  Steve 
Barber,  a  PSL  graduate.  Other  new  facul- 
tv  members  included  Dr.  Nancy  Barri- 
neau,  who  taught  Literature  and  Compo- 
sition: Dr.  Douglas  Norman,  who  taught 
Public  Relations  and  Mass  Communica- 
tion: and  Dr.  Ike  Rodman,  who  worked  on 
developing  a  Writing  Center  for  PSL  in 
addition  to  his  teaching  duties. 

Changes  took  place  among  the  de- 
partment's staff  as  well.  Mrs.  Sue  Bettv 
Locklear  began  her  third  decade  as  CMA 


Department  Secretary  in  the  fall  of  1989, 
having  been  honored  bv  the  department 
the  previous  spring  for  twenty  years  of  ex- 
cellence in  that  position.  Fran  Miller. 
CMA  Librarv  Clerk,  changed  her  name  in 
1989  to  Mrs.  Fran  Oxendine.  And  Ms. 
Emma  Evans  joined  the  department  as  sec- 
retarv  to  Dr.  Richard  Vela,  Director  of 
Composition. 

Changes  in  technology  affected  the 
department,  too,  with  the  acquisition  of  a 
desktop  publishing  system  for  the  Pine 
.Veed/e.  PSL's  student  newspaper.  Over- 
seeing this  change  was  Mr.  Tex  Wood, 
who  became  the  newspaper's  facultv  advi- 
sor in  the  fall  of  1989.  The  CMA  Micro- 
computer Lab  was  increasinglv  popular 
during  1 989/90  with  students  working  on 
papers  in  composition  and  other  courses. 
An  upgrade  in  the  shareware  word  pro- 
cessing system  made  available  to  all  com- 
position students  was  predicted  for  the 
1990/91  academic  year. 

During  the  1989/90  academic  year, 
the  CMA  Department  also  continued  to 
offer  a  wide  variety  of  programs,  includ- 
ing the  composition  courses  required  of  all 
PSL  students:  majors  in  Literature,  En- 
glish Education,  and  Dramatic  Literature 
and  Performance:  and  minors  in  French, 
Language,  Literature,  Journalism, 
Speech.  Writing,  Public  Relations,  and 
Theatre.

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EDUCATION 


The  training  of  teachers  to 
serve  the  schools  —  and  the 
children  —  of  southeastern 
North  Carolina  has  been  a 
major  part  of  PSU's  mission  since  its  in- 
ception in  1887  as  the  Indian  Normal 
School.  When  Dr.  Joseph  Oxendine  as- 
sumed the  Chancellorship  in  1989,  he 
reaffirmed  the  University's  commitment 
to  improving  education  and  literacy  in 
the  region.  The  Education  Department 
will  undoubtedly  plav  a  major  role  in 
fulfilling  this  commitment. 

Dr.  Donald  Little  has  been  an  Edu- 
cation facultv  member  for  sixteen  years. 
He  was  appointed  as  the  new  Chairman 
of  the  Education  Department  on  June 
12.  1989.  replacing  Dr.  Gerald  Maynor. 
According  to  Dr.  Little,  one  of  the  most 
significant  changes  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  Education  Department  is  that  a 
greater  emphasis  has  been  put  on  teach- 
er accountability.  This  means  that  the 
University  is  held  more  accountable  for 
teachers'  expertise  in  their  fields. 

The  Education  Department  will  be 
undergoing  extensive  program  revision 
over  the  next  few  years.  The  revisions 
will  be  based  on  accreditabilitv  in  order 
to  complv  with  the  Basic  Education  Pro- 
gram (BEP).  Teachers  will  be  expected 
to  be  able  to  teach  computer  literacy 
and  mavbe  even  a  second  language. 

Another  change  that  affected  the 
Education  Department  —  as  well  as 
most  other  departments  at  PSU  —  in 


1989/90  was  brought  about  by  a  new 
requirement  of  the  UNC  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. Students  entering  as  freshmen  in 
the  fall  of  1989  who  chose  to  major  in 
Education  will  also  be  required  to  com- 
plete a  concentration  of  24-27  hours  in 
a  basic  academic  discipline  (such  as  His- 
t'orv.  Math,  etc.)  as  part  of  their  degree 
requirements. 

Our  Education  Department  current- 
lv  offers  majors  in  Elementary  Educa- 
tion (K-4,  4-6),  Middle  Grades  Educa- 
tion (6-9),  and  Special  Education  (tracks 
in  Learning  Disabilities  and  in  Mental 
Retardation).  Students  also  pursue  ma- 
jors in  secondary  education  in  a  number 
of  other  departments,  but  their  progress 
toward  teacher  certification  is  coordinat- 
ed through  the  Education  Department's 
Teacher  Education  Program.  During 
the  1989/90  academic  year,  Dr.  Kath- 
rvn  Sullivan  served  as  Director  of 
Teacher  Education,  and  Dr.  Zoe  Lock- 
lear  was  Director  of  Teacher  Education 
Field  Experience. 

There  were  approximately  400  stu- 
dents majoring  in  Education  in  1989/ 
90.  This  number  has  grown  at  least 
twenty  per  cent  in  the  last  few  years  and 
is  expected  to  grow  even  more  in  the 
next  few  years,  once  again  reaffirming 
PSU's  ongoing  commitment  to  the  chi' 
dren  —  and  through  them  the  future 
—  of  our  region. 


Dr.  Donald  Little,  Chairman  of  the  Education  Department,  reviews 
one  of  the  hundreds  of  reports  that  pass  over  his  desk  during  the  course 
of  the  year. 
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Wellness  All  Around  —  a 
refrain  taken  from  a  Na- 
tive American  ceremony 
—  was  the  theme  of  Dr. 
Marvin  Levy's  address  at  the  installation 
of  Chancellor  Oxendine  in  October, 
1989.  This  same  refrain  can  also  serve 
to  characterize  the  basic  goals  of  the 
Department  of  Health.  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Recreation:  to  provide  a  com- 
prehensive program  in  health,  physical 
education  and  recreation  for  students 
seeking  careers  in  the  field;  to  prepare 
prospective  teachers  of  health,  physical 
education  and  recreation:  to  provide  fa- 
cilities and  programs  in  which  all  stu- 
dents can  participate:  to  provide  facili- 
ties and  support  for  an  intramural  ath- 
letic program;  and  to  provide  facilities 
and  support  for  students  and  faculty  to 
enjoy  during  leisure  time. 

Dr.  Tommy  Thompson,  who  be- 
came Chairman  of  the  Health,  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation  (HPER)  De- 
partment in  the  fall  of  1989  after  hav- 
ing served  with  the  department  for 
manv  years,  summarized  some  of  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
past  year  and  that  he  foresees  in  the 
near  future.  The  new  Sports  Medicine 
and  Athletic  Training  program  was  the 
most  significant  change  that  took  place, 
according  to  Dr.  Thompson.  He  also 
stated  that  "there  is  a  very  strong 


chance  that  a  new  Master's  degree 
program  in  Physical  Education  will  be 
in  place  in  a  couple  of  years." 

There  were  at  least  200  people 
majoring  in  Health  and  Physical  Edu- 
cation during  1989/90.  According  to 
Dr.  Thompson,  "This  is  a  great  in- 
crease in  the  last  couple  of  years." 

The  Health,  Physical  Education 
and  Recreation  department  has  been 
in  existence  since  the  University  be- 
came a  four-year  institution.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  degree  programs  and 
courses  provided  for  majors,  it  serves 
a  much  broader  student  population 
through  the  one-hour  Physical  Educa- 
tion courses  —  ranging  from  Aerobics 
and  Archery  through  Volleyball  and 
Weight  Training  —  that  are  required 
of  all  students  as  part  of  their  Basic 
Studies  requirement.  And  it  serves 
other  members  of  the  University  com- 
munity as  well,  as  witnessed  by  the 
growing  number  of  faculty  members 
who  take  advantage  of  the  pool  and 
other  facilities  in  the  gym  during 
lunch  hour.  By  providing  opportuni- 
ties for  physical  exercise,  through 
sports  and  recreation,  in  addition  to 
the  mental  exercise  of  study  and 
teaching,  the  HPER  Department  truly 
fosters  the  goal  of  Wellness  All 
Around.

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GEOLOGY/  GEOGRAPHY 


Dr.  Thomas  Ross  has 
been  on  the  PSU 
faculty  since  1969 
and  became  Chair- 
man of  the  Geology  and  Geog- 
raphy Department  in  1977. 
He  described  the  program  as  a 
service  department  for  the  en- 
tire university.  The  most  bene- 
ficial changes  that  have  oc- 
curred in  his  department  re- 
cently, according  to  Dr.  Ross, 
have  been  the  Earth  Science 
concentration  offered  to  stu- 
dents majoring  in  Science  Edu- 
cation and  the  newly-adopted 
academic  concentrations  in 
both  Geology  and  Geography. 
One  change  he  foresaw  for 
the  future  was  the  possibility 
of  a  major  in  Environmental 
Studies. 

The  department  does  not 
have  any  majors,  but  more  stu- 
dents were  taking  Geography 
and  Geology  courses  this  year 
than  in  the  past,  said  Dr.  Ross. 
The  department  had  "lots  to 
offer"  them,  he  said,  with  six- 
teen different  courses  avail- 
able. Faculty  members  in  the 
department  were  also  pursuing 
research  in  resource  manage- 
ment, according  to  Dr.  Ross.

HISTORY 


Dr.  David  Eliades,  who  in 
the  fall  of  1988  became 
the  Chairman  of  the 
History  Department,  was  excit- 
ed about  the  recent  changes  in 
his  department.  The  involve- 
ment in  the  department,  he  said, 
has  "sky-rocketed"  to  an  "as- 
tounding" 800  students,  with 
about  ninety  of  these  majoring 
in  the  field.  He  was  also  happy 
to  say  that  the  department  had 
acquired  a  branch  of  the  History 
National  Honor  Society.  For  the 
future,  he  hoped  the  depart- 
ment would  offer  a  Master's  de- 
gree in  Social  Studies  Educa- 
tion. 

According  to  Dr.  Eliades,  the 
aims  of  the  department  were 
".  .  .  to  enable  students  to  ex- 
pand their  insights  into  the  hu- 
man experience  and  achieve- 
ments, to  help  |students]  under- 
stand the  major  issues  which 
confront  humanity  and  to  pre- 
pare students  to  make  more  rea- 
soned and  intelligent  responses 
to  these  problems."  He  also 
stressed  that  history  courses  are 
intended  to  help  students  think, 
write  and  speak  more  criticallv, 
logically  and  responsibly. 

The  History  Department  has 
existed  as  an  independent  aca- 
demic department  since  1972 
and  has  been  housed  in  Class- 
room Building  North  since 
1980.

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MATH/COMPUTER  SCIENCE 


In  1983  Dr.  Gilbert  Samp- 
son became  the  head  of  the 
Mathematics  and  Comput- 
er Science  Department.  When 
he  first  became  head  of  the  de- 
partment, there  were  few  stu- 
dents majoring  in  the  Computer 
Science  area,  partly  because 
PSL  did  not  offer  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  this  field. 
However,  since  a  B.  S.  degree  in 
Computer  Science  has  been  of- 
fered, the  number  of  majors  has 
increased:  there  were  between 
125-130  students  majoring  in 
this  field  during  the  1989/90 
vear. 

Since  Dr.  Sampson's  tenure  at 
PSU,  a  Master's  degree  in  Math 
Education  has  also  been  added, 
another  reason  why  the  number 
of  majors  in  this  field  increased 
significant. 

Another  significant  change 
that  has  taken  place  since  1983 
is  an  addition  to  the  Herbert  G. 
Oxendine  Science  Building, 
which  houses  the  department. 
This  allows  a  greater  number  of 
classes  to  be  scheduled  at  the 
same  time.  Completion  of  the 
construction  on  the  Science 
Building  was  expected  by  the 
end  of  the  1989/90  academic 
vear.  The  Mathematics  and 
Computer  Science  Department 
shares  the  Oxendine  Science 
Building,  built  in  1967.  with  the 
Biologv  and  Physical  Science 
Departments.

MUSIC 


Dr.  Robert  Romine  be- 
came Chairman  of  the 
Music  Department  in 
1 980.  Since  the  time  of  his  instal- 
lation, he  has  seen  changes  such 
as  the  renovation  of  Moore  Hall 
and  a  revision  of  the  Music  curric- 
ulum. 

A  full  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Schools  of  Music, 
PSU's  Music  Department  had 
over  50  majors  during  the  1989/ 
90  academic  year.  It  offered  de- 
grees in  Music  and  Music  Educa- 
tion (Concentrations  in  Instru- 
mental, Vocal,  and  Keyboard). 

The  Music  Department  is 
housed  in  Moore  Hall.  Erected  in 
1951,  Moore  Hall  also  contains  a 
216-seat  auditorium,  a  music  li- 
brary and  several  private  studios. 
The  Moore  Hall  auditorium  was 
the  site  of  a  recital  given  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Music  faculty  on  Octo- 
ber 25,  1989,  one  of  many  events 
celebrating  the  installation  of 
Chancellor  Oxendine;  this  was 
followed  by  a  jazz  recital  held  in 
the  Student  Center  the  following 
night. 

One  of  the  changes  that  were 
expected  to  take  place  by  1992 
was  the  addition  of  an  electronic 
music  studio;  Dr.  Glen  Utsch  was 
the  Music  Department  faculty 
member  in  charge  of  setting  up 
this  new  studio.  Another  of  the 
anticipated  changes  was  the  offer- 
ing of  a  Master's  degree  in  Music. 
Once  the  Master's  degree  pro- 
gram became  available,  the  num- 
ber of  students  majoring  in  Music 
was  expected  to  increase.

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PHILOSOPHY/RELIGION 


Dr.  Robert  Gustafson, 
the  Chairman  of  the 
Philosophy  and  Reli- 
gion Department  for 
the  past  1 7  years,  has  seen  many 
changes  within  the  department 
during  that  time.  One  of  the 
most  significant  changes  in  his 
department,  he  said,  has  been 
the  granting  of  degrees  from 
the  department;  the  depart- 
ment experienced  another 
change  during  1989/90  with 
the  addition  of  a  new  faculty 
member,  Dr.  J.  T.  Morley. 

Dr.  Gustafson  looked  forward 
to  the  program  experiencing 
further  changes  in  the  years  to 
come.  There  were  currently  ten 
majors  in  the  Religion  and  Phi- 
losophy Department.  In  de- 
scribing the  fluctuation  in  the 
number  of  majors  from  year  to 
year,  Dr.  Gustafson  alluded  to 
"a  wave  on  the  high  seas." 

Housed  in  the  Education  Cen- 
ter (which  was  finished  in  1976), 
the  Philosophy  and  Religion  De- 
partment shares  the  building 
with  the  Psychology  and  Educa- 
tion Departments,  the  Graduate

Dr.  Jose  J.  D'Arruda, 
who  has  been  a  faculty 
member  of  Pembroke 
State  University  since 
1974,  was  named  Chairman  of 
the  Physical  Science  Depart- 
ment in  1983.  Said  Dr. 
D'Arruda,  a  lot  has  changed 
since  then. 

"We  didn't  even  have  tele- 
phones until  about  four  years 
ago,  (but)  the  budget  has  finally 
gotten  to  the  point  where  it 
should  be  for  a  science  depart- 
ment. Now  we  can  afford  better 
equipment  and  are  able  to  do 
more  research. 

"The  faculty  members  we 
have  had  come  on  board  in  the 
last  few  years  are  really  good 
quality,  and  the  Faculty  Senate 
has  much  more  say  in  helping 
run  the  University  than  it  used 
to.  And,  these  past  couple  of 
years,  there's  been  a  good  crop 
of  students." 

There  were,  said  Dr. 
D'Arruda,  about  30  declared 
science  majors  during  the 
1989/90  academic  year.  As  to 
the  future,  he  said,  "I'd  like  us 
to  have  a  bigger  budget,  so  we 
can  buy  more  and  better  equip- 
ment and  do  more  research."

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POLITICAL  SCIENCE 


Our  Political  Science 
Department  saw  many 
changes  during  the 
1 989/90  academic  year.  One  of 
the  biggest  was  the  announce- 
ment that  Dr.  Robert  O . 
Schneider  was  to  be  its  new 
Chairman. 

Dr.  Schneider,  who  had  been 
with  the  department  since  1982, 
said  of  his  chairmanship,  "I  love 
it." 

Said  Dr.  Schneider,  "There 
will  be  numerous  changes  this 
year.  We  have  one  faculty  mem- 
ber retiring,  a  second  will  be 
leaving  and  we  have  an  opening 
for  a  third,  so  we'll  be  recruiting 
three  new  faculty  members  this 
fall. 

"The  new  Master's  program 
in  Administrative  Studies  will 
involve  persons  from  our  de- 
partment," he  continued. 

"One  of  the  things  Dr.  Bar- 
bee  has  started  to  do,  that  I  also 
intend  to  use,  is  computer  simu- 
lations. It's  an  excellent  instruc- 
tional device,  and  it  makes 
learning  a  little  more  fun  for  the 
students.  These  are  computer 
games  that  provide  a  practical 
application  of  concepts  you've 
covered  in  class.  I  enjoy  playing 
some  of  them  myself." 

According  to  Dr.  Schneider, 
there  were  over  50  students  ma- 
joring in  Political  Science  dur- 
ing the  1989/90  year.  "It's  ex- 
citing to  be  in  such  a  dynamic 
department,"  he  said.

Dr.  Paul  W.  Killian  be- 
came the  head  of  the 
Psychology  Depart- 
ment in  1988,  though  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  PSU  fac- 
ulty since  1967.  Since  becoming 
Chairman,  he  has  seen  the  addi- 
tion of  two  new  faculty  mem- 
bers. During  his  chairmanship, 
the  Psychology  Department  also 
began  reviewing  its  curriculum, 
a  process  that  was  expected  to 
be  completed  by  1991.  The  re- 
view of  the  curriculum  was  ex- 
pected to  result  in  the  addition 
of  more  classes  in  the  Psycholo- 
gy Department. 

There  were  60  Psychology 
majors  in  1989/90;  this  number 
was  a  great  increase  over  the 
number  of  majors  when  Dr.  Kil- 
lian began  his  duties  as  head  of 
the  department. 

Located  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Educational  Center,  the  Psy- 
chology Department  shared  fa- 
cilities with  the  Education  and 
Philosophy  and  Religion  De- 
partments. 

The  purposes  of  the  Psychol- 
ogy Department  were  "  ...  to 
prepare  students  for  a  variety  of 
occupational  paths"  and  "...  to 
convey  the  excitement,  contro- 
versy and  spirit  of  exploration 
that  pervade  the  field  of  psy- 
chology."

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For  12  years  Dr.  Frank  Schmal- 
leger  has  been  the  Chairman  of 
the  Sociology  and  Social  Work 
Department  at  PSU.  During  his 
tenure,  the  major  change  for  the  de- 
partment has  been  in  the  number  of  de- 
grees it  offers.  At  one  time,  only  a  de- 
gree in  Sociology  was  available:  now  two 
additional  degrees  are  offered,  one  in 
Criminal  Justice  and  another  in  Social 
Work. 

Changes  for  the  future,  said  Dr. 
Schmalleger,  will  include  computerizing 
the  curriculum:  he  believes  that  stu- 
dents' abilitv  to  use  computers  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  their  education,  as  he 
maintains  that  everyone  can  benefit 
from  computer  literacy. 

A  graduate  program  in  Criminal 
Justice  is  also  included  in  the  future 
plans  of  the  department. 

Dr.  Schmalleger  also  noted  that  the 
department  would  be  hiring  one  new 


full-time  facultv  member  in  the  upcoming 
year. 

During  1989/90,  there  were  approxi- 
mately 25  Sociology  majors,  85  Social 
Work  majors,  and  200  Criminal  Justice 
majors.  This  meant  an  approximate  ratio 
of  25  students  to  every  faculty  member. 

The  big  news  for  the  department  was 
its  newly-gained  accreditation  status  in 
both  the  Social  Work  and  Criminal  Justice 
fields.  According  to  Schmalleger,  the 
North  Carolina  Criminal  Justice  Education 
Training  and  Standards  Commission  gran- 
ted the  PSU  Criminal  Justice  Department 
its  certification  this  year,  making  it  only 
the  second  university  in  the  state  so  quali- 
fied. Dr.  Schmalleger  also  noted  that  the 
Social  Work  Department  had  been  gran- 
ted one-year  probationary  status  as  an  ac- 
credited department,  also  only  the  second 
North  Carolina  university  so  qualified. 
Schmalleger  expected  it  would  be  granted 
full  accreditation  by  January  of  1990.

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GRADUATE  PROGRAM 


Graduate  education  is  still  rela- 
tively new  at  PSU.  having  be- 
gun in  1978  when  the  UNC 
Board  of  Governors  approved  the  initia- 
tion of  master's  programs  in  profession- 
al education  at  the  university.  The  grad- 
uate program  was  instituted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  public  school  educators  in  the 
region,  and  this  emphasis  is  still  reflect- 
ed in  the  majority  of  current  offerings. 
These  include  graduate-level  certifica- 
tion and  the  Master  of  Arts  in  Educa- 
tion (M.  A.  Ed.)  degree  in  the  following 
areas:  Elementary  Education,  Reading 
Education,  Middle  Grades  Education, 
Educational  Administration  and  Supervi- 
sion, English  Education,  and  Mathemat- 
ics Education.  Serving  as  Director  of  the 
Graduate  Program  in  1989/90  was  Dr. 
Howard  Dean. 

Graduate  courses  were  scheduled  in 
the  evening  to  accommodate  the  work 
schedules  of  the  students,  most  of  whom 
were  also  employed  full-time  during  the 
day.  When  graduate  students  were  in 
class,  undergraduates  tended  to  be  else- 
where on  campus  —  in  the  cafeteria,  in 
other  areas  of  the  student  center,  or  in 
their  dorm  rooms.  Most  undergraduate 
commuters  had  already  left  campus  for 
the  day  by  the  time  the  graduate  stu- 
dents arrived.  Thus,  PSU's  graduate  stu- 
dents seemed  almost  "invisible"  to  much 
of  the  rest  of  the  university  community. 
This  was  a  situation  that  it  was  hoped 


would  be  changed  in  the  future. 

M.  S.  A.  S.  Program:  A  significant 
change  in  graduate  education  at  PSU 
during  the  past  year  was  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  new  Master  of  Science  in  Ad- 
ministrative Studies  Program,  approved 
bv  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  in 
June,  1989.  The  program  was  designed 
to  provide  advanced  studv  opportunities 
to  persons  from  private,  public,  and 
non-profit  sectors  who  were  interested 
in  administrative/managerial  careers. 
An  interdisciplinary  program,  it  fea- 
tured hands-on  experience  through  the 
use  of  computer  applications.  The  first 
classes  were  offered  during  the  Fall  '89 
semester. 

Directing  the  graduate  program  in 
Administrative  Studies  was  Dr.  Daniel 
Barbee.  He  was  very  pleased,  he  said, 
with  the  high  level  of  interest  that  had 
been  shown  bv  the  students  so  far. 
There  were  approximately  45  students 
in  the  program  during  1989/90,  most 
of  them  coming  from  Robeson,  Cum- 
berland, and  Hoke  counties.  Dr.  Barbee 
hoped  in  future  years  to  draw  students 
from  the  surrounding  counties  through- 
out southeastern  North  Carolina  as  in- 
terest in  the  new  program  continued  to 
grow.

The  James  B.  Chavis  University  Cen- 
ter, the  newest  addition  to  our  cam- 
pus, has  proven  a  great  asset  to  stu- 
dent life.  Every  day,  between  the 
hours  of  7:00  and  1 1:30,  students  gather  here 
for  recreation,  relaxation  and  talk.  There  is  al- 
ways something  to  do  here,  someone  new  to 
meet. 

A  $5>/>  million  project,  the  66,000  square- 
foot  student  center  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
and  best-equipped  in  any  university  in  the  state. 
Raymond  Cummings,  the  center's  Assistant  Di- 
rector for  Operations,  spoke  at  length  about  all 
of  the  facilities  the  center  houses. 

In  walking  through  the  student  center,  one 
Finds  downstairs  the  main  lounge  and  the  cafete- 
ria, catered  by  Marriot.  In  the  lounge  proper  are 
a  wide  screen  television  and  two  enclosed  televi- 
sion viewing  booths.  Farther  down  the  walk, 
there  are  the  information  booth  and  the  games 
room,  which  contains  an  eight-lane  bowling  al- 
ley, six  pool  tables,  and  14  video  games.  The 
games  room  also  sponsors  a  number  of  bowling 
and  pool  tournaments.  A  connecting  door  en- 
ters into  Bert's,  the  snack  bar  named  for  Bertine 
Prine,  longtime  secretary  to  the  Chancellor.

Chancellor's  Installation 


Among  the  most  significant  of 
the  many  changes  witnessed  by 
Pembroke  State  University 
during  the  1989/90  academic 
year  was  the  presence  of  the  university's 
new  Chancellor.  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Oxendine 
arrived  on  campus  during  the  summer  and 
was  at  the  helm  when  classes  began  for  the 
Fall  1989  semester.  He  was  formally  in- 
stalled as  Chancellor  on  October  27,  fol- 
lowing a  series  of  concerts,  seminars,  and 
other  events  that  took  place  earlier  in  the 
week. 

The  inaugural  activities  on  the  27th 
began  at  noon  with  two  luncheons,  one  in 
the  gym  for  the  university  community  at 
large  and  another,  more  formal  meal  in 
the  University  Center  for  the  Chancellor's 
family,  the  Governor,  the  UNC  President, 


and  other  invited  guests. 

The  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center 
was  the  site  of  the  installation  ceremony, 
which  began  at  2:00  p.m.  as  PSU's  faculty, 
administrators,  and  trustees,  along  with 
representatives  from  other  institutions, 
entered  in  full  academic  regalia.  Music  was 
provided  by  the  PSU  Concert  Band  and 
Choir:  selections  included  Beethoven's 
"Halleluhjah,"  which  reflected  the  spirit 
of  those  in  attendance.

)ne  of  the  most  noticeable  signs  of  change  on  campus  during 
the  1989/90  academic  year  was  the  almost  constant  presence  of 
construction  workers  and  their  bulldozers  and  related  equipment. 
Among  the  areas  undergoing  renovation  during  the  past  year 
were  two  classroom  buildings:  Locklear  Hall,  whose  interior  was  I 
remodeled  to  provide  studios  and  other  new  facilities  for  the  Art  I 
Department,  and  the  Oxendine  Science  Building,  which  gained  a 
new  wing  with  additional  labs  and  lecture  rooms.  There  were  oth- 
er, more  minor,  physical  changes,  too:  new  parking  lots,  sidewalks, 
etc.  The  campus  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  1990  semester  was  defi- 
nitely not  the  same  as  it  had  been  in  the  Fall  of  1989  —  and  the 
years  to  come  will  undoubtedly  bring  even  more  changes. 
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Changing  technology  affected  all  aspects  of  student  life,  including  fi- 
nancial transactions.  The  automatic  teller  machine  (A  TM)  that  ap- 
peared on  campus  in  1989  made  it  possible  to  get  money  24  hours  a 
day  —  assuming  you  had  the  funds  in  your  account. 


Construction  seemed  to  be  in  progress  in  at  least  some  part  of  the 
campus  throughout  the  1989/90  year.  At  the  start  of  the  Fall  '89  se- 
mester, work  was  done  on  the  road  and  parking  lots  surrounding  the 
Business  Administration  and  Education  buildings.

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The  Wall  Came 


The  opening  of  the  Berlin 
Wall  was  the  most  visible 
symbol  of  a  major  change  on 
the  world  scene  during 
1 989-90:  The  move  toward 
democracy  throughout 
most  of  Eastern  Europe.  In 
Poland,  the  once-banned 
Solidarity  movement  re- 


placed the  Communist  party 
at  the  head  of  a  newly-elect- 
ed government.  Hungary, 
where  an  earlier  fight  for 
freedom  had  been  crushed 
by  Soviet  tanks  in  1 956,  also 
replaced  its  one-party  sys- 
tem. Alexander  Dubcek, 
ousted  from  the  leadership 


of  Czechoslovakia  in  1968 
by  the  Soviets,  returned  to 
a  prominent  role  in  Vaclav 
Havel's  democratic  govern- 
ment. All  of  these  changes 
were  achieved  peacefully, 
with  no  threat  of  Soviet  re- 
prisals.

82nd  Airborne  from  Fort  Bragg.

In  January  1990,  Douglas 
Wilder  became  Governor 
of  Virginia,  the  first  African 
American  to  occupy  a  gov- 
ernor's  mansion  in  a 
Southern  state  since  Re- 
construction. Blacks  also 
took  office  for  the  first  time 
in  many  mayor's  offices,  in- 
cluding David  Dinkins  in 
New  York. 


Tumbling  Down 


? 


In  Romania,  unhappily, 
the  break  with  Communism 
was  a  violent  one,  culminat- 
ing in  the  pre-Christmas  ex- 
ecution of  ousted  dictator 
Nicolae  Ceausescu  and  his 
wife.  Violence  also  erupted 
within  the  Soviet  Union  as 
several  of  its  republics,  most 


notably  Azerbaijan,  sought 
greater  freedom  and  auton- 
omy. 

Despite  these  negative 
notes,  the  gradual  move- 
ment of  the  Soviet  bloc  to- 
wards democracy  definitely 
seemed  to  be  a  change  for 
the  better.  Families  who  had 


been  separated  by  a  wall  for 
two  generations  were  finally 
reunited,  and  it  seemed  in- 
creasingly possible  that  the 
nation  of  Germany,  so  long 
divided  between  East  and 
West,  would  itself  reunite  in 
the  near  future.
